Nearly 200 Chinese smashed at 
Allied-held Pinpoint Hill in the 
half-light of dawn. The South Ko- 
reans held their ground and the 
Reds were forced to withdraw 40 
minutes later. 

A smaller force of Reds hit 
Pinpoint later in the day, but 
was also repulsed.

Health Meeting Speaker 
Appeals for Setup of 
Center to Serve St. 
Louis Area. 


| Rehabilitation services available: 
‘in St. Louis are not handling all: 
‘the patients they could “because* 
the medical profession in this 
community does not support this 
service wholeheartedly,” Dr. Eu- 
gene Weissenberg, chief of the 
physical medicine and rehabilita- 
tion service at Jefferson Barracks 
Veterans’ Hospital, declared yes- 
terday. 

He and other civic and profes- 
sional leaders addressed a meet- 
ing of the health and hospital di- 
vision of the Social Planning 
Council at the Y.W.C.A., Four- 
‘teenth and Locust streets. 


Dr. Weissenberg said the med- 
ical profession here supports re- 
habilitation services “rather re- 
luctantly, if at all.” He appealed 
to Washington and St. Louis uni- 
versities to include physical medi- 
cine and rehabilitation in their 
regular curriculum for medical 
students “to a much greater ex- 
tent than is done at present.” 

Reasons for Non-Support. * 
“Some doctors are not aware 
to what extent patients can be 
helped by rehabilitation,” Dr. 
Weissenberg said, “and another 
group is fearful of refe ‘ring them 
for rehabilitation lest they lose 
the patients.” 

Dr. Weissenberg and several 
other speakers urged that the So- 
cial Planning Council continue 
its efforts to obtain a rehabilita- 
tion center to serve the St. Louis 


area. 

“This city has everything it 
takes to start a first-class rehabil- 
itation center,” he said, “and the 
sooner you create additional re- 
habilitation facilities the better it 
will be for the community.” 

The Rev. E. T. Foote, S.J., re- 
gent, St. Louis University School 
of Medicine, said the “effective 
development of rehabilitation 
here depends upon its being ac- 
cepted and supported by the med- 
ical profession.” He cited ex- 
amples of progress in that field 
at St. Louis University. 

Steps Being Taken Here. 

Steps are being taken at Wash- 
ington University to establish a 
unit at the medical school to pro- 
vide occupational and physical 
therapy, said John Talbott, vice 
chancellor of the university. 

J. Glennon McKenna, director 
of public welfare for the City of 
St. Louis, said he favors estab- 
lishment of a central rehabilita- 
tion center here but added the 
public and the medical profession 
must first be convinced it is es- 
sential. 

“The problem of educating the 
medical profession to the needs 
of the rehabilitation program is 
not as vast, or difficult as you 
think,” Dr. Milton Lenoble, rep- 
resenting the Medical Society of 
St. Louis, said, “because many 
doctors are co-operating in re- 
habilitation work.” 

Archer O'Reilly Jr., chairman 
of the planning committee on re- 
habilitation services, suggested 
that consideration be given to 
establishment of a center to co- 
ordinate the work of existing re- 
habilitation facilities.

Experiment Described. 

At one point in the research 
project, Dr. Harrington and 26 
volunteers, mostly members of 
the hematology division, delib- 
erately gave themselves idiopathic 
or spontaneous form of the dis- 
ease.

Each volunteer took by trans- 
fusion a pint of blood from a 
person who already had the dis- 
ease.

The normal number of 
three or four trillion was cut to 
half within three hours. Some 
experienced rather serious bleed- 
ing, but all recovered in four to 
seven days as their number of 
platelets rose again to normal.

Dr. Harrington said the pre- 
ferred treatment of the idiopathic 
disease is removal of the spleen. 
He pointed out that the damaged 
platelets then cannot be filtered 
out and are able to keep up at 
least partial function.

‘LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
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About Right-of-Way 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Due to numerous rumors which have 
been spread concerning the proposed 
expressways as to right-of-way purchase 
‘ price and time allowed people to move 
out, I have received hundreds of calls 
as to the exact procedure that the State 
Highway Department expects to follow. 


In purchasing the right-of-way on 
these proposed routes, the State High- 
way Department has in the past en- 
gaged two local appraisers who make 
independent appraisals of each parcel 
of property. The owner is offered the 
market value of his property based 
upon these appraisals. It is our inten- 
tion to continue this procedure on the 
proposed expressway. I want to empha- 
size particularly that appraisal will be 
based upon value at time of purchase. 

The state desires that all property 
owners and renters shall have suffi- 
cient time from the date of offer to 
purchase their property to the date 
they must move to find another loca- 
tion, either through purchase or 
through rental. It is recognized that in 
these days of housing shortage this 
will take many months. It is the inten- 
tion of the State Highway Department 
to allow at least six months for this 
purpose. This does not particularly 
mean that legal notice will be given 
six months ahead of time but that gen- 
eral notification that the property must 
be vacated will be given to the occu- 
pant of residential property. 

The people who have contacted me 
through visits to my office and tele- 
phone calls have told me that rumors 
as to the above two questions have 
varied from the extreme that the owner 
will get absolutely-no pay for his prop- 
erty to the statement he will only be 
paid ‘the assessed value or some per- 
centage varying from 20 to 80 per cent 
of actual value. These rumors have ab- 
solutely no foundation of fact. 


We have also heard rumors concern- 
ing eviction of occupants to the effect 
that the state will put the people out 
on the street the day the occupant is 
notified. This of course could not be 
done legally because the occupant must 
have at least 60 days’ notice. However, 
it is the intention to give not only the 
60 days’ notice but the extra length of 
time as mentioned before. 


Eight hundred occupants have moved 
from the Third street project. Of that 
number only one has been evicted. It is 
only in extreme cases that evictions 
would be required. 

I am available to answer any ques- 
tions on this subject, either by groups 
or individuals.

At the White House 


Gen. Eisenhower’s meeting with President 
Truman apparently leaves unchanged the posi- 
tion which the President-elect decided on before 
he left Georgia. His decision was to avoid as- 
suming any responsibility for Administration 
policies between now and Jan. 20, and to avoid 
making any statements which might be con- 
strued as ad g the Truman Administration 
what to do on outstanding issues. 


The joint statement issued at the White House 
indicates that Gen. Eisenhower was not urged 
to accept responsibilities not constitutionally 
his, and that the conference was confined to 
discussing arrangements for interim liaison 
rather than policy decisions. Since arrange- 
ments for liaison had been made beforehand, it 
is doubtful whether the dramatic White House 
meeting changed matters much except to give 
the President-elect a valuable first-hand con- 
versation with Mr. Truman and his principal 
advisers. 


The new Administration’s reasons for a 
rather standoffish attitude are clear enough, and 
quite understandable. They are the same rea- 
sons which would impel any Administration 
elected in a drastic party turnover to adopt 
much the same attitude. In spite of anything 
the incoming Administration may do, the out- 
going one has a substantial control of the execu- 
tion of policy and substantial responsibility for 
policies already in effect. Gen. Eisenhower and 
his advisers evidently do not want to mix up 
what they may decide in the future with what 
the Truman Administration has decided in the 
past. They want a clean break. 

Understandable as this viewpoint may be, the 
question remains whether the pace of world 
events will permit the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion to behave in the way it would prefer. The 
difficulties are best illustrated by the problem 
whose solution Gen. Eisenhower promised to 
give top priority if elected—the problem of 
Korea. 


For all practical purposes the truce negotia- 
tions have been transferred from Panmunjom to 
United Nations headquarters. The American 
delegation is operating under instructions from 
the present Administration and during the next 
few weeks it cannot operate very well unless 
it has some idea of whether those instructions 
meet Gen. Eisenhower’s approval. 


It was for this reason that Senator Wiley, 
who will be the Republican chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee in the new 
Congress, has been one of the principal advo- 
cates of a statement by Gen. Eisenhower in 
which the President-elect would publicly ap- 
prove the delegation’s stand on the prisoner 
question. If Gen. Eisenhower has now firmly 
decided against such a statement, it is hard to 
sce what the delegation can do except to work 
for delay of any major U.N. decisions until 
after Gen. Eisenhower's inauguration. Since 
the Assembly is not expected to run that long, 
this might mean foregoing any hope of a Korean 
solution at the present session. Possibly a spe- 
cial or recessed session of the Assembly could 
be held after Jan. 20. 


Whether history will wait, and particularly 
whether the Russians will wait, remains to be 
seen. Meanwhile we have perhaps as much as- 
surance as the situation permits—that when 
Gen. Eisenhower and his advisers do begin mak- 
ing the big decisions, they will have been well 
informed beforehand.

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Is India Right About China? 


The Korean truce formula being submitted to 
the United Nations by India is based on an as- 
sumption as toresponsibility for the war that dif- 
fers sharply from that held by most Americans. 

To most of us, it seems quite clear that the 
trail of guilt leads eventually to the Kremlin. 
Adlai Stevenson, for example, said as much in 
the recent presidential campaign. Nor has any 
Republican been heard to say—as far as we 
know—that the Russians are not at the root of 
the trouble. 

The Indian Government. however. is of the 
opinion that the Chinese Communists are con- 
siderably more independent of the Russians 
than we believe. They hold that Peiping might 
accept conditions regarding the repatriation of 
war prisoners, even if the conditions do not 
please the Kremlin. 

This opinion is said to be based on soundings 
made in the Chinese capital by Indian represen- 
tatives. Indeed, India has imdicated that she 
would submit no proposals to the U.N. which 
were not acceptable to the Chinese. If true, this 
is hopeful, especially since the Indian proposal 
is said to be in line with the American position 
against involuntary repatriation. 

In view of Foreign Minister Vishinsky's past 
performances, it is difficult to believe that he 
will not reject the Indian proposal. Rerhaps the 
Russians are ready to reject any and every sug- 
gestion, preferring to keep considerable Ameri- 
can forces tied down in Asia at any price short 
of sending Russian troops into action there. If 
so, the Russians may be able to block all action 
toward a truce in the U.N. 


- The Communist Chinese, however, are not 


members of the U.N. They can agree to terms 
outside the Assembly and the Security Council. 
They ‘can keep a settlement beyond of a 
‘Russian veto—if they so desire. have 
shown no sign of this at.Panmunjom.

.. Historical Note on a Drop Kick 

Old football fans who formed the Ancient 
Order of Lovers of the Drop Kick will be glad 
to know that there has been one.

In the dim receding past when the Harvards 
feared nobody on the gridiron except the Yales, 
backfield men could kick as far as 60 yards at 
the drop of a football. This is all history. For 
many a season now the foot has been retiring

Just the other day, though, in a major West 


Coast game. a place kick was broken up, and: 


the man who was to kick the ball found it sud- 
denly in his hands. Not knowing what else to 
do, he dropped it, then kicked it. The result: 
one point after touchdown. He was a hero. 

The play was a thoroughly automatic gesture, 
and rather inexplicable, for the back had never 
drop-kicked before, not even in practice. Prob- 
ably just a subconscious instinct inherited from 
a primordial ancestor, circa Walter Camp. 
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Judge Moore’s Deserved Award 


General satisfaction greeted the announce- 
ment that the St. Louis Award for 1952 had 
been given to Chief Judge George H. Moore of 
the United States District Court. The distinction 
was abundantly earned not only because of “the 
determined and effective manner’ in which 
Judge Moore forced the exposure and punish- 
ment of tax frauds and corruption in the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, but also by, his deep 
and continuing interest in the community. 

The award committee indicated this when it 
turned over the $1000 check which accom- 
panied the award to the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety. The importance of this privately main- 
tained repository of artifacts, books and records 
dating back to colonial days has at times seem- 
ingly been overlooked by all but scholars. But 
under the presidency of Judge Moore, it has 
been infused with renewed vigor, and its day-to- 
day value has won new recognition. There was 
a special fitness in the committee’s decision to 
send the check to the historical society after 
Judge Moore had declined to accept it or even 
to designate a beneficiary. 

Even so, what'St. Louis will always remember 
about Judge Moore is the courage and the sense 
of justice which insisted on the exposure of 
corruption even when those in high places set 
themselves.against him. It was a shining exam- 
ple of decency in public life, a demonstration of 
the code of conduct which maintains faith in 
democracy—although Judge Moore may feel 
that it was just a matter of doing his duty, a 
matter in which a man could not do otherwise. 
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Opposition to the Expressways 

How seriously does the St. Louis area want a 
system of expressways, to relieve its ever-grow- 
ing traffic congestion? 

The question arises because the Missouri State 
Highway Department, which stands ready to 
spend eight million dollars a year for 10 years 
on St. Louis expressways, is meeting persistent 
local opposition to its plan for three radial 
routes connecting the downtown section with 
federal highways in St. Louis county. 

Some aspects of this opposition are dealt 
with in our letters column today by the urban 
engineer in charge of the program. His com- 
munication should make it plain that, rumors 
to the contrary, the state intends to compensate 
fairly for any property taken for the express- 
ways and to deal reasonably with property own- 
ers required to make way for construction. 

Individuals must always sacrifice their own 
wishes to the general good when such a public 
undertaking as the expressway program is car- 
ried out. It would be impossible to build an 
expressway anywhere without displacing some 
persons and acquiring some private property. 
The fact that some private interests might be 
adversely affected is not and cannot be an ar- 
gument against the project. 

Nor does it help for one group of property 
owners to insist that any sacrifice be made by 
some other group. The routes for the express- 
ways should be determined by sound engineer- 
ing principles and the gencfral good of the 
community, not by the degree of vocal opposi- 
tion to one site or another. 

Every individual and every group in the 
metropolitan area would benefit by the express- 
way program. Somehow this general community 
interest must find expression. Otherwise the 
state and federal funds now available will go 
to other communities. How seriously does St. 
Louis want the expressways?

The resignation of Trygve Lie as Secre- 
tary General was received with dismay in 


the United Nations. 


The President of the General Assembly, 
Lester Pearson, had been informed of Mr. 
Lie’s intention last September, but most of 
the delegations had ‘no inkling of it an 
hour before it was announced. 

Not only was the resignation a surprise 
to the majority of the delegates; the man- 
ner and timing of the announcement gave 
rise to puzzled ques- 
tions. 

No doubt Mr. Lie’s 
explanation of his 
decision is sincere; 
the veto of the So- 
viet Union on his re- 
eléction at the end 
of his first term, in 
1951, and its refusal 
to recognize him 
since, have weighed 
on him and caused 
him to feel that a 


new Secretary Gen- 


eral, “who is the 
unanimous choice of 
the five great Pow- 
ers,’ would be more helpful in breaking 
the deadlock on the armistice in Korea. 

But why were the announcement and 
its reception so brusque and bald? 

Mr. Lie made none of the usual polite 
expressions of appreciation for the honor 
and co-operation he has enjoyed and Mr. 
Pearson’s only response was a statement 
that the matter would be put on the agen- 
da. Foreign Minister Schuman interpo- 
lated a brief word of regret in his im- 
pressive presentation of the French case 
in Tunis and Morocco. 


U.N. in a Quandary 


Next day the British Foreign Secre- 
tary, Mr. Eden, in the course of a pointed 
and eloquent appeal, directed especially 
at Mr. Vishinsky, for at least a minimum 
of co-operation, voiced the hope that the 
Secretary General could be persuaded 
to reconsider his resignation. 

The summary treatment of the affair in 
the Assembly contrasted with the bewild- 
erment in the Secretariat and the buzz of 
excited and anxious comment. 

Mr. Lie did not fix a date for his de- 
parture, but he stressed. the word “now.” 
“This is the time to leave. I think a new 
Secretary General should be elected now.” 

Why now? The Assembly has only a 
month or so to run. It is considered most 
unlikely that agreement can be reached in 
that time on a candidate acceptable to the 
Soviet Union and the Western Powers. 

The three-year extension to the Secre- 
tary General's five-year term was voted by 
an overwhelming majority of the United 
Nations. The extension does not expire 
until 1954. Is he not surrendering-to the 
Soviet minority in proposing to get out 
now? 

These are the questions agitating the 
delegates. It is clear that Mr. Lie’s action 
puts the U.N. in a quandary. But the 
quandary is not simply the difficulty of 
agreeing on the chief functionary. 

Provided that in spite of the funda- 
mental division the members truly wish

the organization to go on, there is a possi- 
bility of overcoming this difficulty. Names 
are already being suggested that might not 
be rejected out of hand by either side. 

Another suggestion is that the session 
be recessed—under Rule 5—to permit the 
members of the Security Council to bat 
the question out until they settle it. 

But what could be gained by postpone- 
ment? The responsible Powers are here 
now, they can agree if they have the will 
to agree, and in any case the present Sec- 
retary General is obliged to carry through 
the session if his successor is not named 
before it adjourns. 

It is the division itself, of course, that 
presents the real quandary. Can the Unit- 
ed Nations continue to function if the split 
in its ranks remains unbridgeable? 


Combing Soviet Speeches 


This General Assembly is in a very 
grave and questioning mood. At no pre- 
vious meeting have doubts and anxieties 
regarding the future been so openly ex- 
pressed. Mr. Eden appealed to Mr, Lie to 
reconsider his resignation on the ground 
that this is a very critical time for U.N.. 

The representative of The Netherlands, 
recalling that seven years ago the organ- 
ization had no home “save in the hearts 
of the people,” wondered if in its present 
magnificent headquarters it retains its 
place in the hearts of men. M. Schuman 
spoke solemnly of the ‘“disturoing symp- 
toms of disintegration” in a structure con- 
ceived in an immense hope. 

At the opening of last year’s Assembly, 
in Paris. it was thought that the adaman- 
tine attitudes of the Soviet. delegation 
were beginning to give a little. 

Phat dream was dispelled by Mr. Vishin- 
sky’s famous speech declaring he could 
not sleep for laughing at Secretary Ache- 
son's disarmament proposals. 

This year, too, everybody is combing 
through the Soviet speeches for a single 
word on which to hang the frailest hope of 
compromise on the prisoner-of-war issue. 

Mr. Eden professed to find that word 
in the Vishinsky statement that he be- 
lieved in the unconditional repatriation of 
war prisoners “without excesses.” 


“Dare Not Be Discouraged” 


Actually, however, the Soviet spokes- 
man has never been as completely negative 
and as inexorably vituperative as in this 
meeting. Some of the fire has gone out 
of him but none of the venom. There is 
not a sign in his tirades that the Kremlin 
desires peace in Korea or elsewhere. 

No -wonder the beautics and _  con- 
veniences of the Assembly’s new home do 
not allay the worries of the delegates. 

A permanent meeting place, they sigh, 
does not assure permanence. 

Yet the great majority are men of good 
will, representing nations that want noth- 
ing sbut peace and good relations with 
other nations. They “dare not be dis 
couraged,” as Mr. Eden said, or allow 
obstruction, vetoes and the spirit of de- 
struction to block the road to security. 

This Assembly is a test of the will of the 
majority to keep the road open. 

In the real war we are fighting, here, 
after all, is the central battlefield.

On the night of Dec. 11, “Carmen” 
will be telecast from the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera House in New York 
on a closed circuit to theaters in principal 
cities from coast to coast. 

This is, of course, exciting news to 
opera-loving folk in the hinterlands who 


might otherwise never get a chance to see 
and hear the expert and lavish produc- 
tions of the Metropolitan. The situation in 
color television being what it is. the the- 
ater viewers will have to be content with 
a black-and-white performance. 


Fortunately, music faces no color prob- 
lems, and the music is the most important 
ingredient of the opera. It’s a wonderful 
idea the Metropolitan Opera has hold of. 

At any rate, we wish the best of luck 
to the Metropolitan in this new venture 
that makes the best possible use of the 
wonders of this age.

Portrait of a Lively Genius »': 
OLIVER GOLDSMITH, by William Freeman (Philo- . 

sophical Library, 286 pqs., $4.50) 

‘Although investigation of eighteenth- 
century literature has of late been directed 
toward the jaunty figure of James Bds-’ 
well—whose capering shade no doubt’ de- 
lights in this extés-° 
sive attention — the, 
person of Oliver 
Goldsmith is equally 
deserving of consid- 
eration. Born in 1728 
of an impoverished 
Irish family, Gold- 
smith is remembered. 
today for “The Vicar , 
of Wakefield,” “Tbe 
Deserted Village” 
and “She Stoops-te 
Conquer,” one ofrthe- 
very few stage pieqed: 
of note to come tad ’ 
Oliver Goldsmith of the eighteenth 

§ century. Poet. play- 
wright, novelist and essayist. Goldsmith 
succeeded in almost every literary form 
he undertook. 

William Freeman's biography of Gold- 
smith is a sympathetic and informed study . 
which traces the events of the subject’s 
life with clarity and understa. ding. Fur- 
thermore, the author has drawn freely 
upon Goldsmith’s correspondence and care- 
fully noted the little Irishman’s tendency 
to embellish upon personal] experience: 

Possessed of an amusingly imaginative. 
mind, Goldsmith frequently spiced the 
duller incidents of his life fn the telling 
if the spirit so moved him. But it is not 
only Goldsmith whom we get to know, fof 
this biography, while keeping him in the 
center of the stage (where he would Wish 
to be!), gives generous room to other prom- 
inent citizens of the era; thus we see’ Dr, 
Johnson, Reynolds, Garrick, Hugh Kelly: 
(the now forgotten dramatist), Smollett 
and a host of others including James Bos 
well himself, whose antipathy toward Geld 
smith Mr. Freeman étches with a rather 
heavy hand. | 

Critically there is little to recommend in 
“Oliver Goldsmith.” The evaluation ef his 
works is confined to obvious remarks scate 
tered through reminiscences of famous 
persons. Neither is much attention gwer 
to his amazing versatility or limpid style. 
And the tension manifest in Goldsmith’s 
writing between the sentimentality of the 
past -and the rationality of the present is 
treated all too lightly. But in spiteof 
these defections Mr. Freeman writes with 
great enthusiasm about his subject. 

He obviously likes Goldsmith’s generos- 
ity and spontaneous kindness and.- is 
amused by his vanities and other humam 
foibles. Thus this biography, mercifully 
lacking {n academic dryness, is an infor- 
mal, chatty and colloquial ccount of a 
likeable but exasperating genius seep. in 
gelation to his time by an able historical 
critic enamored of the subject and the-age 
he lived in.

The Perennial Sophomore 
AUTUMN THUNDER. by Robert Wilder. (G. P. Poh 
nam's Sons, 344 pes., $3.50.) 

The pathetic phenomenon commonly re 
ferred to as the “perennial sophomore” 
has been presented with understanding: by 
Robert Wilder in this novel of a former 
All-American football star grown fortyish 
who thinks, back over his life from.-the 
beginning of his college career and follaws 
it episode by episode to the present. While 
he does not treat his subject with brii- 
liance, Wilder does live up to his reputa- 
tion as a storyteller. His writing is clear 
and unfettered. and the result is.a very 
readable novel whose characters ex¢cité 
the interest and sympathy of the reaflér. 

The central character is Larry Summefs, 
a forgotten hero. He is the once-great 
backfield star who has outlived his era, 
but is unwilling or afraid to acknowlédge 
it. He is a man who has been the object 
of adulation, who has been seduced” by 
fame, and who has succumbed Lo the temp-’ 
tation of living in the past. This results, of 
course, in Summers’ subconscious dissatis- 
faction with himself, and in an unsatisfac- 
tory relationship with his wife. 

This skeleton plot is a trite one, but 
Wilder’s skill in its handling, and his 
ability to draw good characters saves it 
from excessive banality. -

Today’s witness, Everett Wal- 
drum, 30 years old, a graduate 
student at Sul Ross College, Al- 
pme, Tex., told District Judge 
Gregory F. Noonan and a jury of 
seven women and five men that 
he was forced to drive the car in 
which Capt .Thomson rode to his 
death. 

Tied With Rope and Shot. 

This, Waldrum said, was what 
happened: 

At the direction of Japanese 
Army Sat. Seitaro Fujita he drove 
Thomson from Malinta tunnel to 
a garage. 

“There they got out and went 
into a tin building. I waited about 
40 minutes and they returned 
with Capt. Thomson. His hands 
were tied in front of him with a 
grass hope and we drove to the 
air base and they got out of the 
car and tied him to a bush and 
shot him.” 

Yesterday two witnesses testi- 
fied about a clash between Provoo 
and Thomson. 

Charles Benjamin Walker, re- 
‘tired Army non-commissioned of- 
ficer who was a hospital mess 
sergeant after the fall of Corre- 
gidor in 1942, testified that Pro- 
voo threatened Thomson. 

The witness told this story: 

Provoo entered Thomson’s mess 
after the meal hour and demanded 
to be fed, and the captain told 
Provoo he would have to take his 
meals at the regular hours. Pro- 
voo became insolent, and the cap- 
tain told him that as long as he 
wore the uniform of a United 
States Army sergeant he owed 
réspect to superior officers. 

Provoo replied: “I take orders 
from nobody. I’m working for the 
Japanese and I'll give you three 
minutes to get me something to 
eat or I’ll turn you over to the 
Japanese.” 

Walker said he himself walked 
away at this point—and “I never 
saw Capt. Thomson again.”

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The postponing and re-setting 
of the deer season, due to the 
drouth-and fire hazards, will ma- 
terially. increase the hunter’s 
chanees of bagging that buck. 
Visibility will be much greater 
becatigé of the shedding of the 
fall foliage, and the large expanse 
of burned-over territory will 
caus€ the deer to traverse open 
areag-which otherwise would have 
provided protection. Deer will 
also herd up in unburned thickets 
and more will be routed by those 
hunters using the “driving” 
method than ever before. More 
crippled deer will result from the 
long-range shots, but the experi- 
enced hunter will make sure thé 
quarry is in shooting range before 
squeezing the trigger. 

An”'@stimated 50,000 red-clad 
hunters’ will try to bring home 
venison. Twenty-three counties 
will be open for the taking of 
deer of any age or sex. Nineteen 
counties will be open in which 
bucks with at least one forked 
horn may be legally taken. Prob- 
ably the most significant part of 
this year’s regulations is the pro- 
vision.for the resumption of deer 
hunting in Livingston, Chariton, 
Boone, Callaway, Montgomery and 
Warren, counties. These counties 
are Daniel Boone’s old “stomping 
grounds” and at one time were 
heavily populated with deer. This 
territory is in the _ bucks-only 
group: and no deer have been 
legally killed therein since 1900. 
Surveys show a large increase in 
the herds in these counties and 
they should provide some excel- 
lent hunting. 


Shooting Hours Unchanged. 

Hunting time begins at 6:30 
a.m. and closes at 5 p.m., the 
same as last year. Firearms re- 
quireménts have not changed and 
only “Yesidents may hunt. They 
must be armed with rifles shoot- 
ing center-fire ammunition, load- 
ed with projectiles weighing 60 
grains or more, or shotguns of 
the :10-; 12-, 16- or 20-gauge 
models shooting a single ball or 
rifled slugs. Full metal case or 
military-type rifle ammunition is 
prohibited, as are self-loading 
rifles having a capacity of more 
than ‘seven shells in the magazine 
and chamber combined. Shotguns 
need not be plugged to the 3-shell 
limit_while hunting deer. All kills 
must be checked within 12 hours 
by an..authorized representative 
of the Conservation Commission 
in the county where killed. 

erschecking stations will be 

maintained in the 42 open coun- 
ties. for this purpose, or the re- 
port may be made to a conserva- 
tion agent if he appears in your 
camp bé@fore the time limit has 
elayised,, Hunters are required to 
repart.their success—or lack of it 
—on the reply portion of the per- 
mit. The carcass must be tagged 
with the permit after the kill. 

Approximately one out of every 
six hunters was successful in 1951. 
The kill was above expectations 
and it remains to be seen whether | 
or not this year will equal or ex- 
ceed last year’s harvest. This 
year’s open period falls at a much 
later date than that of 1951. A 
record snow storm marooned 
many a hunter and it was con- | 
sidered an asset by some and a 
liability by others. Tracking of 
deer was easy in the deep snow, 
but the hardships caused many 
to abandon camps and move to 
towns where housing provided 
shelter from the cold. The snow 
storm was more or less a freak of 
the weather but, because of post- 
poning the season, it might hap- 
pen again this year. 

Some Weighed Only 40 Pounds, 

Last year in the ‘any deer’ coun- 
ties some hunters killed young 
fawns- which still carried their 
spotted coat of protective color- 
ation. ‘Some of these young deer 
weighed as little as 40 pounds. 
One .sinall fawn was shot three 
timeS ‘With a large caliber rifle 
and the conservation agent, who 
checked the kill, remarked to the 
hunter that he would be lucky if 
he were able to salvage a venison 
sandwich out of the remains. It 
is hoped this year that this young 


crop will be unmolested and there- |

Many new hunters will be mak- 
ing their first. excursion in the 
big game field.

Each company has 
to report in detail to these states each year on 
forms prescribed by the National Association of 
Insurance Commissioners. 


The periodic examinations cover such things 
as the general conduct of the business, the 
solvency of the company, the type and value of 
its investments and the character of service to 
its policyholders. 

Both the yearly reports submitted by the 
companies and the reports of examination made 
by the supervisory authorities are matters of 
public record. 


HE management of each life insurance com- 
feet has the primary responsibility of ful- 
filling all obligations to its policyholders. Public 
supervision, in turn, supplements the responsi- 
bility of management. 


Recognition by the states of the public interest 
in life insurance goes back more than 100 years. 
The first general insurance law was adopted in 
1849. Six years later the first state insurance 
department was established to supervise the 
operation of the companies. 

Today, each company has to meet the require- 
ments of the laws and be licensed in every state 
in which it is admitted to do business. These 
laws vary from state to state. 


These laws cover such things as the minimum 
standards for reserves and premiums to assure 
solvency ; provisions in the policies the companies 
issue; the way they invest their money—and 
many other points.

Not as an alibi for these wives, but merely as an objective 
explanation, I would like to note that married women are de- 
pendent almost wholly on their husbands for everything they 
get. Nevertheless, every survey of opinion among husbands 
shows nagging to be their top-most complaint.

MRS. L. TAKES IT personally—which is also a habit of 
women. 

“The first time you printed a column about nagging 
wives, I paid no attention to it,” she infcrms me. “But after 
two or three of them appeared, I began to wonder whether I 
was one of the offenders. I became all the more suspicious of 
myself after my husband left the clippings where I couldn't 
fail to see them. He undoubtedly wanted me to take a hint. 

“But surely, Dr. Pcopenoe, every legitimate criticism can’t 
be called nagging. Surely there are innumerable occasions 
when a wife is entitled, and even obliged, to point out some- 
thing she doesn’t like.”

QUITE SO, MRS. L., but some discrimination in criticism 
is called for. Phychologist Roswell H. Johnson recently pub- 
lished some rules on this, and here are a few: 

1. Do not criticize any action too trivial to be worth it. 

2. Do not criticize when it is merely a matter of taste. 

3. Do not erticize when your motive is not to help the 
other person but merely to make yourself feel more important. 

4. The criticism should be sound—if followed up it would 
produce worth-while improvement. : 

5. It should have a good chance of being acted upon. I 
it is sure to be rejected, it should not be made.

Recipes for 
‘Mince and 
Pumpkin Pies

ESSERT for Thanksgiving 
dinner at almost every table 
will undoubtedly be pie. There 
is sure to be pumpkin pie and, 
possibly, mince.,Some of the pies 
will come from a freezer. Al- 


_ though this equipment is modern, 


freezing pies is an old-fashioned 
idea. 

A choice of fillings is another 
old feature. In fact, housekeepers 
of another day prided themselves 


on variety. There was certainly 


apple, dried peach, canned cherry 
and plum and possibly others. All 
these were frozen successfully by 
the natural method in cold New 
England whcre winter sets in 
early. Mincemeat was made at 
slaughtering time when the ap- 
ples were ready and the new 
crop of raisins and other dried 
fruits and peels were again avail- 
able. 


Nowadays, mincemeat can be 
bought ready-made and perhaps 
extra fruit and spices added to 
give it individual flavor. Pump- 
kin, too, is canned or frozen. 
Some of the canned products and 


the frozen filling are already” 


spiced. Even so, homemakers will 
make their own adjustments ac- 
cording to taste. They may pre- 
fer a more delicate spicing, ‘ac- 
cording to their own traditions. 
My favcrite pie recipe is printed 
today. 
Latticed Mince Pie. 

One nine-ounce package mince- 
meat, two cups thinly sliced ap- 
ples, one-fourth cup sugar, three 
tablespoons orange juice, one 
teaspoon grated orange peel, one 
récipe standard pastry. 

Prepare mincemeat according 
to directions on package. Add 
sliced apples, Sugar, orange juice 
and peel. Line an eight-ounce pan 
with pastry. Trim, leaving one- 
half inch beyond edge of .pan, 
and fill with mixture. Cut one- 
half inch strips of pastry. Moisten 
edge of pastry, lay strips lattice 
fashion across filling and fold 
edge of pastry lining over strips. 
Bake in moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) about 30 minutes. 

Pumpkin Pie. 

One-half recipe standard pas- 
try, one cup brown sugar, one- 
half teaspocn ginger, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two eggs, slightly 
beaten, one and one-half cups 
milk, one-half cup thin cream, 
one and one-half cups cooked, 
canned or frozen pumpkin. 

Line nine-inch pie pan with 
pastry. Mix sugar, spices and salt. 
Add slightly beaten eggs, milk, 
cream and pumpkin. Mix well, 
pour into unbaked pastry Shell, 
and bake in mcderately hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) 40 to 45 minutes, 
until inserted knife comes out 
clean. Yield: one nine-inch pie. 


Jellied tomato salad has so |

Shape into two 
oblong rolls about two inches in 
diameter. Wrap in waxed paper 
and chill in refrigerator for 12 
hours.

Cookies will keep 
crisp several days if stored in 
airtight container, Makes 36 cook- 
ies.

The best way to fix this up is 
to cover the concrete with wood 
flooring. First, strips of wood are 
set across the concrete 16 inches 
apart and then wood flooring is 
nailed to the wood strips. There 
is a small air space between the 
concrete and the wood flooring 
and this acts as insulation and 
makes the wood floor pretty com- 
fortable. 

If the concrete floor gets damp 
from time to time, put down tar 
paper over the wood strips to 
keep the dampness away from the 
Needless. to say, 
you don’t have to use a high 
grade of wood flooring for this 
job unless you want to. Any good 
tongue and groove lumber will do. 

Sometimes a wood floor is cold 
because the basement or crawl 
space under it is unheated. The 
best solution to this problem is 
to insulate the underside of the 
floor with wall insulation. The 
insulation should be set between 
the joists and it will make a vast 
amount of difference.

Responsible Leadership 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


ODERN psychology is much 


wiser than the psychology 

of the last century. Then 
man was considered as an an- 
gel who had evolved from a 
clod, but was on the highway 
to becoming a God. 

The newer psychology does 
not make man so simple; it 
recognizes within him a conflict 
and a struggle between what 
some call the id and the Super- 
ego, and others the lower self 
and the higher self, or the un- 
conscious and conscious mind. 

None of these descriptions is 
quite as accurate as the old one 
given by St. Paul: “the flesh 
lusteth against the spirit, and 
the spirit against the flesh.” 
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EVERYONE feels himself as 
a battleground of conflicting 
emotions and desires. 

To do good is not easy. It 
requires not only a knowledge 
of what is good, anda a decision 
to do it, but also a conquest of 
those evil forces which would 
drag us in the direction of evil. 

This gravitation to the earth 
in the physical order and the 

downward pull in the moral 
order takes on many forms. 
Among them may be noted first 
what Jung calls the “collective 
inheritance of our race,” or 
what is better called “original 
sin,” namely, something in hu- 
man nature itself which dark- 
ens our intellect and weakens 
our will and thereby inclines 
us to deceit, unbelief, pride 
and uncleanness. 

Second are any habits now 
abandoned which cling like a 
prisoned garment to the soul. 
The alcoholic who is cured has 
a propensity to drunkenness 
which does not exist in the man 
who was never so afflicted. 

Third, there are the psycho- 
logical conditions created by an 
education which ignores Truth 
or neglects to train and disci- 
pline the will. There may be a 
faint knowledge of the good to 
be done, but the will has been 
so used to doing “whatever it 
pleases” that it has not the en- 
ergy to do what it ought 

Finally, there are a variety 
of influences, such as ignorance, 
unexpected arousals of passion, 
unworthy motives, insincerity 
and a rebellion against morality 
because one’s ego has been 
hurt.

THE REAL WAR for charac- 
ter is in the interior battlefield, 
where self conibats self, flesh 
struggles against spirit, the 
body against the soul. 

The child-victim of a progres- 
sive education was asked by her 
father why her report card was 
so poor. She answered: “Dad, 
I really don’t know; do you 
think it is environment or 
heredity?” This answer as- 
sumes there is no personal re- 
sponsibility. The truth is, re- 
gardless of how much we bolt 
the doors, the blame is not to 
be put on the stars, but on our- 
selves. 

This disclaiming of responsi- 
bility by saying that our de- 
cisions are determined either 
by our over-sexed grandmother, 
or by capitalism, is destroying 
 . powers of leadership. Only

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to the extent that men realize 
they have errant impulses to 
master within themselves can 
they lead the less wise out of 
their chaos and indecision. 

It can almost be put down 
as a law of history that no class 
and no nation ever rises higher 
than its best men. 

In religion, a saintly priest or 
minister or rabbi has just a 
good congregation; a good 
priest, minister or rabbi has 
only a mediocre flock, and a 
mediocre priest, minister or 
rabbi has a faithless following. 

So in politics, education, and 
world government. Those in 
positions of responsibility must 
have learned to tame them- 
selves before they can tame 
others; they must even have 
learned to obey before they can 
command obedience. Honesty 
in them will beget honesty in 
others. 
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WHAT HAPPENS to the 
world has already happened to 
human minds. Statesmen and 
educators who have forgotten 
the moral struggle within them- 
selves, or else have capitulated 
to evil by denying either good- 
ness or responsibility will al- 
ways make the group or nation 
over Which they have control 
less moral than themselves. 

Hence the importance of limit- 
ing and modifying the poten- 
tial evil in masses through a 
Creative Minority which will be 
an oasis of spiritual refresh- 
ment to the less wise. 

Our world has been strug- 
gling along now for 40 years 
on the idea that the masses 
must first be helped: then we 
get a new world and better 
leadership. 

It is time now to reverse the 
process and to look for the few 
who have first fought the battle 
within and won it, and thereby 
earned the right to fight the 
battle without and win it. 
Water rises no higher than its 
sources; the masses rise no 
higher than the leaders who 
use them for their purposes. 

The world was once regener- 
ated by making a Pattern Man 
and no better way has been 
found since. 

It is not institutions, nor 
heredity, nor ids that are fail- 
ing: it is free men who are 
failing. A few who become 
more free by serving Truth in 
their minds and Goodness in 
their wills will alone release 
beneficent impulses in a world 
that needs them so badly.

Example speaks louder than 
words, and the stories of our

Cheating at games is 
not very different from cheat- 
ing in examinations. Trying 
out dope until one becomes an 
addict, committing acts of van- 
dalism in public buildings—all 
this is not very different from 
what their elders are doing and 
it has an influence where the 
adults stand before them in 
positions of power in their par- 
ticular small world.

N the magazine section of 
| iase Sunday’s newspapers I 

read an interesting story 
about the late Le Baron Russell 
Briggs, who was dean for many 
years of Harvard University. 
One day a student whom he 
had asked why he failed to 
complete an assignment told 
him: “I wasn’t feeling very 
well, sir.” To which the dean 
replied: “Mr. Smith, I think in 
time you may perhaps find that 
most of the work of the world 
is done by people who aren't 
feeling very well.” 

I think that is a delicious 
story, but I wish he had added 
that the young man might find 
that if people were busy they 
probably wouldn't even notice 
they “weren't feeling very 
well.” They would have to be 
feeling really very ill in order 
to have time to notice it at all. 
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ONE OF MY old friends, who 
has been an educator for many 
years, spent the weekend with 
me at Hyde Park and asked the 
question: “What is bringing 
about the lawlessness among 
youngsters which you see 
everywhere, not only in our 
country but in almost every oth- 
er country?” 

This was pointed up for us 
by a news story in one of our 
papers on Monday morning, re- 
vealing the fact that young 
vandals had done a great deal 
of damage in a new housing 
project.
